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PREFACE 



Since the ^arl> 1 960s the conc<rt©4^fort£ of researchers, Uinkians, "and practitioners ^rom a variety of 
piofessional discjiplines have served to hnug to the ^onsci^susness and the conscience of our ^.ociety a 
problem of tragit* pro portions^ the abuse and jiegle^t of our nation's children. With the passage of the Child 
Abuse Prevention and Treatment Act of 1974, the Federal government, through the National Center, on 
Child Abuse and Neglect (NCCANJ, has worked to heighUn'this pubhc awareness and to support efforts 
directed toward the identification, prevention, and treatment of child abuse and ne£;lect. 

As- part of its mandate, the National Center is directed to compile and publish a summary of recently 
conducted research in the field of child abuse and neglect This 1^7$ Annual R€i>i€v^ of Child Abuse and 
Neglect Research presents a broad overview of the status of research using as its data base the abstracts of 
completed and ongoing research studies contained in the computenzed data base of the NCCAN 
Information Clearinghouse This Clearinghouse v^^as established by the NaUonal C'enter to coUecL, process, 
and disseminate information on child abuse and neglect.

Such an overview^ using the abstracts as the sole data source, has the advantage of including a large body 
of maienal in a format where different methodologies are easily apparent and where pertineiO topics are 
dearly ^istinjguished U also helps identify gaps or overlaps in research. We hope it wil\ be a useful resource 
docunjenl for anyone wishing to select a partuular area of research for farther examination Unfortunately, 
informatioivtfemande^ by the abstract format does not permit an midepth analysis of the material

Procedures for Seiection of Research Studtes 
for Induswn m rhe.Revtew 

All abstracts included tn the NCCAN 
Cleannghouse data base as of November 1977- 
were reviewed to select for further examinauon 
those which met the cntena f^r <* research study 
For the purposes of this review, rese^r^^h is defined 
as 

a systematic examination, investigation^ or 
inquiry which proceeds under a well-defined 
^ procedure or methodology, uses ^ known 
system of measurement, and documents 
nn4^igS based on empirical data 

A second review of^huse abstracts v^hi^h were 
designated research studies was then carried out to 
categonze the material into five substantive areas 
definition^ incidence, psychosocial ^ e^ology> 
prevention ^d treatment, and set^uclae This 
organizational framework iS l>ascd on- the 19"^^ 
Annuctt Analysis of Child Abuse and XcKkct 



Research With the exception of the section on 
psychosocial ecology, any modifications reflect 
the availabdity of matenal in th^ abstracts' The 
section on psychosocial ecology has been refined 
sind enlarged as the result of a symposium on this 
subject ^ ' * ' ' 

After the initial review and sorting was dc^jie, it 
became ^lear that the definition of research lised 
here excluded legal research, since fegat research 
does not follow the procedures of social science 
research but has its own methods^ mainly case 
description A review of legal abstracts was dow^^ 
those a-b^racts that dealt with one or more of the 
five subslaHtive areas and that were not 
state -specific.^ but applicable to child abuse and 
neglect proceeding nationally » were selected and 
included m the review 

The same (procedure was used in revie^yn*^ 
ongoing research studies in Ihe NCCTan 
Cleannghouse data ba^e and selecting studies for 
inclusion in ihte review- Tljose research studies 
which were underway as of January^ 1978 are' 
included. 'Whde some of these studies fhay now be 
complete, no formally published documentation 
of research results had been included in the 
Cleannghouse data base as bf November 1977 
Information concerning ongoing research projects 
reported here was obtained from re^sponses to a 
NCCAN survey questionnaire, and in large measure 
focuses on research purposes and 'Methodology 
ratb^ than findings, sipce iji'any of the studies' 
\^re in the data collection phase when the 
questionnaire iVas completed 

The sole source of data for review of completed^ 
and ongoing research studies is the abstracts of the 
NC C AN Clearinghouse^ All Jtudies are citsed 
according to the "CP"^ or "CR" ident^ficatiori 
number assigned each study when it is entered into 
the NCC an "womputcnzed dat^ base. Full citations 
are given in the bibhography beginmnj; on page

II DEFINITION 



One of the central issues in ihe field 6f child 
!ibu£e and neglect is that of defining the,probien)^ 
The an)biguities that surround the dehoation of 
this particular social problem touch ^very aspect 
of the field. For example, the way Ln whiuh one 
defines abus€ and neglect affeUs what reported 
and how niany reports are made* which in turn 
affejcts jthe jJffort to assess an mcijience rate Using 
a broad deftnitiorr, abase and neglect include all 
acts that interfere with the optimal development 
of chiJdren. This definition leaves open the issue of 
what IS the optimal development of^a child and 
wh^ aca interfere with this development^ At the 
othef extreme, abuse and neglect include c^nly 
those acts that result in observable injunes, a 
definition that excludes an ' uncomfortably large 
number of chJdren who do not exhibit observable 
injunes, yet are abused and neglected Prevention 
and treatment programs are also influenced by the 
mclusion or exclusion of certain behaviors within 
thy definition of abustf and neglect Finally, in 
niai\y cases comparabdity across research findings 
ts not possible b<jcause of the use of diffeient 
definitions in studies 

The following discussion wiJl review the 
avadable research on the definition of thild abuse 
and neglect Jn addition, this section will discuss 
some of the issues and opinions related to the. 
problem of defining abuse and neglect Full 
citations for all references can be found in the 
bibliography beginning on page 64 



Summary of Research Studies Related to t 
The Difinitton of Child Abuse and NeKtecx 

Only one completed research study deals with 
the issue of defining \hild abase and neglevt 
Boehm (CD-00103, CD-01415> surveyed 1400 
members of representative community leadership 
groups by ^questionnaire in order to assess the 
extent of donsensifs for protective intervention iri 
various types of abuswe and neglectful situations 
There was strong consensus for protective action 
in situations involving physical hazard to the vhild. 
but a larg^ majority opposed protective action in 
cases of emotional neglect No significant 
relationship was found between occupation an^ 
the perceived need f^r protective intervention, 
thus indicating that social work resp^ndcivts were 
substantially, in agreement with the attitudes 
ejtpressed by other community groups and did not 
a'^siltn great<!r latitude or responsibility to the 



protective agency than did the members of other 
occupations 

In an ongoing study, Gelles (00-00060) is 
examining the labeling and classification proj:esses^ 
employed by individuals deahng with suspeaed 
cases of chil^ abusfenn an attempt to determine a 
cqmmon definition of abuse The opinions of 
physicians, social workers, and elementary, school 
counselors were ascertained through 
questionnaires and in-depth interviews. 

Summary of Legatlssues and Opinions Related 
TO the Definition of Child A buse and Neglect 

Twenry-five studies report on legal issues that 
are involved in the development of a legal 
definition of chiJd abuse and neglect. An 
appropnate legal definition of chiJd abuse and 
neglect is necessary^o avoid confusion In reporting 
and to allow - for effective but appropriately 
limited intervention , 

The majonty of these studies deal "the 
problem of competing interests of ^ the childr 
family ^ and state in those tn^tartces in which legal 
action IS' taken by the state. A second group deals ^ 
with the specifics, of court procedures, vvhiLe a' 
ihifd analyzes the effect of a broad* versus a 
narfow statutory definition of child abuse and 
neglect 

.Competing interests of child, family, and sxate 
Legal opinions continue to reflect differences on ^ 
how best to resolve competing interests of the 
child, family, and state m cases of chJd abuse and 
neglect Courts have traditionally held that the 
naturaror biological parents have an inherent and 
superior right to the custody and control of their 
child (CD-00075), at the same time they have 
recognized that Parens patriae may be exercised 
with the understanding that the state is the 
ultimate keeper of the chdd's welfare <CD'01698h 
Current law emphasizes famJy privacy and 
presumed parental fitness although the nghts of 
parents are n<^* absolute (CD-01473). Traditionally 
children hav^ihe right to be cared for by their 
parents; or, in the absence of such care^e state 
would benevolently provide for them <Clm[)1006J, 

At present, the pntna fane Assumption that 
either the parents qt the state necessanly 
represents the interests of the child is questioned

(00-01006). A Bill of Rights for Children has been 
proposed which declares that children are people 
and that they arc entitled to assert individual 
interests in their own nght) to have ^ fair 
coijsideration given jto thefr dainis, and to have 
their be?t interests judged in terms of pragmatic 
consequences (CD-01 17;) On balance, the 
protection of individual nghts has not been 
applied as evenly to children as to parents 

An important !egal decision pertaining to the ^ 
issue of children's nghts venus parents' rights \vas 
made m the case of Wyman v James, when the 
Supreme Court ruled on the legality of the stale's 
yght to vtsii welfare mothers, as as^cuniy for the 
nghts of children involved* For the first time* an 
issue of uDntradictJon between the child's nghts 
and the mother^s nghts was presented (CD-OOlfS* 
CD-00266. CD-00:67) 



Court procedures Discussions of Lourt 
prot^edures focus on the need for procedural 
safeguards for parents and children in the legal 
process The issues include neod for due process 
protection/ the child's nght Mo 'counsel, the

Statutory definttion of abuses and neglect. Many 
states have enacted legislation which defines abuse 
and neglect broadly and permits extensive iudiciaj 
inierve*ition. Expcnence has shown that many of 
these statutes have fallen short of a good 
operational definition/ ll'C ma;or fla^* in most 
statutes IS a vagueness that permits intervention tn 
the parent-child relationship bn the basis of 
subjective norms rather than on specified, 
objective standards delineated by the legislature 
(CD-01831) 

It IS felt by some that a limited definition of 
child abuse ^^d neglect eiKourages the use of 
protective services and other nonjudicial 
approaches to the problem. fCD-01473^ there has 
been support from vanous involved professional 
groups for the proposition that parents charged 
^ with neglect and abuse are entitled to remedial and 
supportive services designed to ameliorate the 
conditions constituting neglect and abuse rather 
than the quasi-punitive response of removing the 
child (CD-OI006h The challenge, remains to 
develop a definition that allows for intervention in 
those instances where children need protection, 
particularly when parents refuse assistance, but 
that protects individuals from arbitrary -or 
inappropnat&^tervention by the state

Attempts to measuie the rate at wt^ich new 
cases of abuse and neglect ocqcfr m the United 
'states dunng a specified time penod Uncideni^e). 
or the number of cases^of abuse and neglect in 
existence at a partii^ular point in time ^prevalence 
have been unsuccessful for a number of reasons 
The sources of information have been biased m 
ways only partially understood and the resuffant 
figures are not yet statistically controllable, 
definitional differences across states ,and even 
wLthm studies have made statistical projections to 
larger populations inaccurate, increased publu and 
professional awareness of the problem, along \^ith 
mcreased enforcement of reporting mandates, have 
made trend analysis unreliabic. and the vtry 
pnvate natirre of the actions under stud> and ihcir 
simtlanty tg accidental injury or to c^jnditions 
found in an impoverished environment have made 
detection very difficult 

This sectiqn will revie\^ ihosc rest*arch studies 
that report on the incidence of child abuse and 
neglects or that report the results of efforts to 
ascertam the sources of discrepancies in estimates 
^of abuse and neglect To dale, most studies have 
measured incidence rates, though prevalence ma> 
well be the better measure of neglect (Pulansky et 
aJ , 1975^" For this reason, onl> incidence rates 
are under consideration herc^ I uU citations for all 
references can be found in th<; bibliography 
beginning on t^age 64 

Estimates of the National Inadence of Abuse 
• 

Various methods have been used to assc<s the 
national incidence rate of abuse Tor example. 
E>eFrancis K'D-OlSlh studied ^.ases reported in 
Twwspa'pers in 1962. Gil K'D-01 187) conducted a 
national survey as well as a survey of ^?very 
mcident reported through legal channels. Nagj 
(CD-00704) surveyed agencies related to abuse and 
neglect for his estimate figures A comparison of 
national estimates of the extent of abuse* 
1962-I97S* shown m Table 1, reveals lhat these 
estimates vary as widely in actual numbers as they 
do in methodology 



^ Estimates of the Manonal Incidence of-Negtect 

Perhaps^ the one statement on neglect which 
there i^ universal agreement is that it occurs with 
more frequency^ than abuse. Although a variety of 
ratios IS presented in the bterature, a 4 J ^or 5 1 
ratio of neglect to abuse se^ms likely. 

The actual n>imbers of neglected "children are 
even more diff-icult to derive than those of abused 
children 1 because so few reporting systems 
separate abuse from neglect The category of 
abuse, which includes neglect, is 'generally 
► recorded i 

Tdblc 2. which follows, presents a comparison 
of national estimates of the extent of neglect, 
1P62-1975 

There are two other potential sources of 
mformation on the extent of neglect in the United 
States, juvenile court statistics (C D-OI 309. 
CD-01848, CD-01849) an^statistics on neglected 
children hving m mstitutions that receive federal 
funds fCD'0l946). Data in^these studies are' not 
national estimates, since they refer only to those 
neglected children who come into the court 
system or who are institutionalised. Further, the 
juvcniJe court figures inclyde dependency as well 
as neglect cas«, however, they do provide some 
information on the relative increase m reported 
neglect cases. 

Estimates of Abuse and Neglect in 
Selected Ceogmphiinl Areas 

lliere have been numerous studies of the extent 
of abuse, or abuse or negfect in specific 
geographical areas These cover compilations of 
data on the incidence of the problem in states, 
regions, counties* cities* and foreigti nations. 

The literature includes many studies on the 
extent of abuse ^nd neglect.in states* including 
Alaska (rD-01089, CD-01 1 14, CD-01433), 
Arizona (CD-01452), CaJifornia (CD:0I447).

study of suspected chdd abuse cases reported in 
the southeastern states over a five-year period 
trD-OCr526J wae conducted to (1 J determine major 
denio^phic ch^u'ac ten sties ol abused children, 
families, and perpetrators, (2) analyze these 
characteristics in tefms^of case dispositions, (3) 
deterrrime the extent of reporting and utility of 
state legislation and programs^ 'and (4)* find 
relevant associations between selected vanables. 
Another studied state legislation and programs in 
the .Southeast' (CD-01219). A third study focused 
on the effectiveness of reporting laws, rate of 
reports,, and persons involved in iTeporting systems 
for child abuse "cases in New^ Vork, Califomia, 
Colorado, and West Virginia (CD-01480). 

A few documents have pflbbshed results of 
studies of the extent of abuse and neglect in 
particular cities and counties. In Denver 
fCD-01153), the Department of Welfare analyzed 
1972 data on 143 battered children served by the 
ChJd Protection Program and compared these to 
1971 figures, this study also estimated that 2/}00 
to 2,600 children come to the attention of the 
program each year. An epidemiotogic study of 
"sexual abuse in chJdren was performed by 
reviewmg Minne^olis Police Depart^nent case 
records from 1964 to 1971 (CD-01674)", about 
300 cases, were seen each year, ^nd 85% of thfese 
involved indecent exposure or ijk^ecent liberties, A

Sources of Discrepancfes in Estimaies of 
Abuse and Neglect 

/ The wide dtscrepancy in estimates of abuse aild 
neglect may be attnbuted to ^ number of reasons, 
mos^f which stem from the types of data $6urce$ 
used for estimating incidence rat^s; (1 ) mandated 
reports, either to a ^central register^ or - child 
protective agiency, and (2) household sumy^. , 
Each has certain inherent ^char^pten sties which 
accounC m part for the problems encountered m 
assessing the true extent of abuse and neglect. 

^ One of the most obvious reasons ioi the wide' 
discrepancy* in estimates is that incidence data 
collected through mandatory reporting aje 
ipaccurate. In general it 15 thought that rates 
ba^d '<?n a reporting system underestimate the 
true number of cases of abuse and neglect while at 
the same time fading to distinguish ^buse from 
iieglect and' suSstantiated fr^m unsubstantiated 
(;ases Furthermore^ it is known that such a^ysterry 
of data collection ls affected by {\} accuracy of 
detectioVi, (2) public and professional awareness. 
f3) degree of enforcement, iA) certain reporting 
biases, (5) lack of comparability in statutes, and 
(6) availability of resources. 

Accuracy of deiecnon Certa'in children simply 
are not brought to the attention of authorities, 
either because they do jfiot receive an^ medical 
attention, because their parents use a different 
hOfSpital each time, or because they are not 
diagnosed as abused when they are seen by a 
doctor or hospital penonnel Four research soidies^ 
examine some aspect of the problem of diagnosing 
child abuse or neglect. A study of 45 randomly 
selected children seen m the casualty departments 
of two London hospitals found that in none of the 
rune cases subs*e<}uently diagnosed as abused or 
neglected had this diagnosis been seriously 
considered (CD-01851). A follow-ftp study of 33 
children hospibalized with bone iractures reported 
that, at the time of the injury, 10 famdies (five 
involving abuse, two' not involving abuse, and three 
questionable) had not been questioned regarding 
the possibility of child abuse, and two nonabusive 
families had erroneously been accused of abuse' 
(CD-00291 ) Indicators of suspicion that the 
injury was intentional include unreliable or 
Inconsistent history (rD-01453), delay m re- 
porting by parents with inadequate explanations, 
and failure to appear for follow-up examinations ^ 
(fD-00515) 



Pvibhc'^and professional awpreness The number 
of child abuse cases reported each year is clearly 
affected by the extent of public and professional 
awareness and how well this awareness is 
translated into actual reporting * 



Several research ^ studies examine the 
■ relationships of professional awareness to the 
jeported rate of abus^.and neglect. One examined 
immunity far reporters as an<effectiVe stimulus for 
reporting and for gai^mg full cooperation by%hdd 
abuse reporten (00-06337). ' 

Other studies focuj " on the ^physicians' 
knowledge c/^and attitudes toward child abuse and 
neglect and their role in reporting it. One study of 
over 1,200' cases reported by hospitals found that 
f^vate physicians. had reported Only It, and 
attnbuted this to inadequate education in medical 
school and insufficient in-service training 
(CD-0053J^ Similar deficiencies in education or 
trainmg^were reported in other studies (CD*00458, 
CD-00?2S, 00-02052), and wide variations in 
famdianfy with abuse and neglect also have been 
^reported (00*01459, CO-00^22). 

Six studies focus on the school's role in 
reporting chdd abuse and neglect. Four note the 
failure of the system to fulfil^its responsibdity by 
organizing standard procedures and ensunng that 
personnel are aware of the problem and the 
procedures available to them ^00-00277, 
CO-00635. CO-01544, CM1945J. One study 
^ simply surveyed 33 schools in a metropolitan area 
and noted that school personnel did in fact report 
numerous cases of abuse and neglect (00-01294). 
This was borne out by an^analysis of complainants 
^nd compiaints a. public protective services 
.setting which reported that the Greatest number of 
acceptable complaints cam^ from schools 
(CO-01855). 

Studies of public awareness concentrate on 
surveying public knowledge of and attitudes 
toward the problem of child abuse and where to 
report it, or on measuring, by statistical reports, 
s^ls to a hotline. One survey sought information 
from a sample of residejits of Newark, New Jersey, 
en area reporting the highest Cadence of child 
abuse m the state <CO^I2Q2) and found that 
nearly 70% of the respondents had heard about 
the problem of child abuse. Another studied 
nonwhites in Tacoma-Pierce County, Washington 
and found that a majority v^ere aware of^chdd 
abuse agencies (CO-01471). A third discovered 
that residents of Pueblt) County, Colorado were 
aware of chJd abuse as a problem, but their 
knowledge of helpful agencies in the community 
was confused (CO-01371). The impact of a 
coordinated information campaign in Flonda 
tOD-0IS42) and of the Care-Line, a 
24-hoiJr^per-day r 7'd ay -per- week statewide chdd 
abuse prevention and information* service in 
Connecticut (dO-01489, C1X01490) has been 
studied. The tremendous increase in calls to these 
^ systems from year to year suggests that the public 
IS maeasingly aware of the problem and where to 
rcpprt It 




ComparahiUty f>f statuses State ret)cirting laws 
vary as {q the definitiQns of abuse and negle^.*, 
penal sanctions, ^ho must repi:>rt, dnd reporting 
prQtedures Such variations result in Lmited 
cQmparabiLty among states' data on ^.hild abme , 
and neglect reports Several^tudies from the field 
of legal researt^h have compared the provisions of 
mandatory reporting statutes aru* state central 
registnes R"IM)0!49» also reported in CD-OOUi, 



CD-00275, CD-00343, CD-00666, CD-00777, also 
repc»ned jn CD-00778, CD«0I479, CD>0!540) 
However, these surveys reveal that standardisation 
of provisions is occucnng as junsctictions broaden 
their definitions of abuse and negkct, expand the 
classes of persons re^uff^d^-to report, expand tiK 
provisions for confidenti^ty of records,^ and 
authonze'the operation of central registnes. 
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IV. PSYCHOSOCtAL ECOLOGY 



\ 



' The foUQwing section reviews thft research on 
the psychosocial ecology » of \ child abuse and 
neglect. A companidn r^^ort^ describes the 
psychosocial e^ologibal approach, and presents a 
frameW^ork for identifying and analyzing all 
-aspects related to indtyfduah and their 
environment which seetn relevant to the problem 
of child abuse and neglect. This p^ychosoaal 
onentation of the frame*T)rk shows a concern for 
•factors related to individuals and^famihes, as^well 
as for the cultural and soaal environment m which 
they ej^ist, while its '^'^fecological approach 
ernphasizes Whe importance of the 
interrelationships of these factor? and the wa>£ iiv 
which-Hhcy affect each other . ' ' 

The major sets of factors that ^rtf jthought tt> 
contnbute to or mitigate against ^he occurrence of 
^child abuse and neglect include (1) mdmdual 
capacUies, (2) situationat/actors. (3-) atttt^Jides ani 
values, and (4) social' institutional factcfrs; These 
factors affect family dynamics both ncg^Uvely, by 
creating stresses for the family, ^d positively, by 
providing supports that can. enhance family 
functioning. It is some particular combination of' 
these factors at particular times that thought to 
be a^ociated with 'child abuse and neglect. 

Each of these factors is reviewed separately in 
the following section. Each stu(jy that reported 
findings related to one of these factors mncluded^^^^^^ , 
once in the , review. In many M^^nces^a study^^^ 
reported findings on both ^dmguaTcap^iUes and 
situational factors. In some cases^ attimd^es and 
values were also reported. The decision to review a 
study in a particular Action was based on the 
majonty of findings It presented. " ^ 



Individual Capacities^ 



Individual capaciues are 'perhaps 'the most 
cntical determinants of- behavi^F.^ Xh^" 
oharact^nsacs def^e one's individuality. They 
determine the ways ^n which an mdividt^al adjusts 
.to his enviroifiment and affect the wayc in which 
he deals with himself and others. ^ 



In this review, individual capacities related to 
child abuse: and negl^t are divided into three 
major groups ^rsonality characten&tics, personal 
attnbutes^. and hfe expenences. 



PfKsonaUty characteristics include 
-temperament, motivation^ ego strength, capacity 
for self-^discipline^ and capacity to pve and receive 
affection. " They are. shaped by the [potential 
established by heredity, by the develbprriental 
process of growth and motivation, ano^by the 
residue of memories and exp,eriences which tire the 
lessons of life. Certain characteristics 'represent 
enduring aspects of personality >^hich persist 
tl^rou^out a .person's hfe, butXpersonahty 
characteristics also develop and evolve as a person 
interacts with his physical and social environment. 

Personal atmbutey include both physical 
capacities -such as general health, handicaps caused 
by genetic^ errors or by disease, and motor 
cocrrdinatton and -dextenty-and cognitive 
capacities, including innate intellectual ability, 
abibty to use language, perceptual skills, and 
abstract thinkmg and problem-solving abdities. 
Some of these attributes are permanent 
conditions. For example, congenital blindness or 
deafness resulting from a childhood disease are 
more or less constant factors'which affect other 
areas of an individual's growth and development, 
[formal capaaties develop and change over^ime^ 
some through the natural maturation process* and 
others through learning and hfe experiences. 

Life experiences importantly affect personahty 
formation and the expression of personahty 
through behavior, while at the same tim^ 
personality characte'ristics and personal attributes 
[)ky a significant part iif determining some of the 
experience which 'one meets m life. Life 
ejtpehences involving parent-child interaction in 
particular have a profound ^fluence on an adult's 
own parenting abiluy* If abuse and neglect were 
experienced as a child^ tt is possible that under 
stress, these familiar and acu;ssible responses 
which have become integrated into one's 
personahty structure may emerge.

Situational Factors 



Situational factdts are defined as the complex 
of factors unique to an individual and to famihes 
at a given time tiiat anse from the immediate 
familiai/living space, and social and economic 
enviroHmfent. They can be positive factors 
strengthening the family and improving the quality 
of family life, or negative ones, makmg life more 
difficult. Situations affecting families may be 
chronic or acute. A sudden crisis, although of 
temporary duration, may have as profound an 
effect On, family functioning ^ a long-s landing 
problem. 



In this review, the situational factors related to 
child a^se and neglect are ^divided into three 
major groups the family situation, hvmg 
conditions, and economic status. 



' The family sttuaiion includes the status of the 
mamage, its structure, and the quality of. the 
marital relationship, the number, age, and spacmg 
of children, family interaction, the presence or 
absence of ^^significant others", and the degree of 
^cial isolation. .Z.i 1^1/]^ conditions are defined by 
factors such as housing, clothing, sfufficient and 
nutntiousvft^od, access to health care, geographic 
location, and available trans p or tattpn. Econoftnc 
status includes such things as employnvent status 
' of one or both parents, *income level, and job 
satisfaction. 



The following pages present an annotated 
listmg of 42 completed and six ongoing reseacch 
studies of situational factors related to child abuse 
and neglect. These studies were selected for 
inclusion in this section for one of the followmg 
reasons (1) tl;^ purp<?se of the study was to 
investigate the relationship of a particular 
situational factor to child abuse and neglect, or <2) 



' regardless of study focus, a. substantial proportion 
of finding dealt with situational factors, ^^e 
studies are listed alphabetically by author, and full 
citations are given m the bibliography which 
begins on page 64. The methodology of each 
study described in as much detail as possible, 
includi^ sample size and characteristics^ control 
or comparison grpup if if^ntioned^ and means of 
data collection, where known. In^dition, all 
relevant information provided by yfne abstract on 
situational factors can be found uiTder the heading 

^ "Review of Studies." Study fimlings are noted,^ 
where available, if no findings are indicated in the ^ 
abstract, the situational factors dealt with in the 
studyare reported. 

Mtthodotogy. In reviewing the methodologies 
* used in the completed studies^ the^roblem of the 
noncom par ability of research is immediately 
evident. Sample size, characteristics of study 
populations, and data collection methods vary 
enormously. While the m^ority of sample 
populatiops ranged from 20 to 100 subjects, one 
study had otfly 12 sut^jects, white another 
examined questionnaires on 1,4<11 welfare clients. 
' Study populations also varied widely, e.g., 
middle^lass families, Navajo children^ and 
alcoholk incest offenders were all study subjects, 
^The most commonly used technique of data 
collection was review of case records, .eight studfes 
used questionnaires or interviews. 
• 

Review of studies. While it is important to keep 
in mind that the abstract format^mits the amount 
of informaftion available for review, it is interesting 
to note that three situational factors did te^d to 
recur in the review of the completed studies: low 
income, social isolation^ and mantal discord. The 
review which follows shows the broad range ,o? 
situational factors that has been mvestigated by 
.researchers* 

Ongoing research studies. Family interaction,^ 
poverty, and socioeconomic status are specific 
factors under consideration in six studies. Several 
, studies describe their^ purpose itl general terms but 
do notiidentify specific^factors under study.

Attitudes, values, and beliefs pld> an Lmportant 
role in shaping the behavior of parents^ children^ 
and families. Each indwidud is constant!) shaping 
and reshaping his own personal view of hfe^ 
selecUng* deveJioping, anJ mterpreUng those 
attitudes and \aJ^s that are sahent^r him. Of 
course the sophisticstipn and consciousness of tltis 
process vanes widely fro^Tr person to person 

This intemai process is largely a response to the 
indLvidual's expo&ure to the attitudes and values of 
significant others m his Lfe* such as the mepibers 
of his family and his impiediate peer or reference 
group In addition* each person is affected b> his 
perception of the attitudes and values of society at 
large pnmar^ly as e?tpressed through the media and 
through the social and political institutions that 
tou^h everyone.

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V, PREVENTION AND TREATMENT 



In the preceding seGtion of Sis review, thos« 
research studies which identined factoid that mav 
contribute to or mitigate against abusive or 
neglectful behavior were considered. This section 
will review research On the prev^tion and 
treatment of child abuse and neglect. As the causes 
of abuse and neglect are many and complex>so ^re 
methods of preventioif^ and treatment. 
Theoretically, for everj; cause th^e exists ah 
effective means of alleviating the situation that 
caused ,the deviance ^ thus, the proposed theones of 
prevention and treatment a>e the logical outcome 
of the identification of these causative. factors. 

Prevention and treatment Programs can be 
categorized as primary prevention, ^condary 
prevention or intervention;. and treatment. Since 
these categories represerft continuum of 
prevention and treatment efforts, and since some 
programs may weU incorporate elements of each 
of these categonfs, it is often difficult to^a^sign 
programs to orte or the oib^r of thes^categones. 
For purposes of tlSi review, pnmarx Prevention 
will be defined as preventing abuse before it occurs 
and will include those effortsfthat are av^able to 
the population in general, such as education for 
parenthood programs^ communiry hotlines, and 
family support services. Secondary prevention . 
includes those effi>rts directed at hifeh-nslc 
populations which might abuse or neglect theitw 
children unless given helpv. TreatmenT includes 
those services targeted toward the icnown abuser 
or negjecter in an effort touameliorate whatever 
was the cause of this behavior at?d to prevent its 
recurrence. 

Of the substantive areas J^eingco^tdered m this 
review, none has^ produced a^larger body o£ 
information than treatment. Fubbc attention has 
been focused on the problem of child abu^e and 
negjeci by dramatic r>ewS accoun^^ and an> 
increase in federal m6mes. ;>artjcularly from the 
National Qenter on ChiTd Abuse alid Ncfelect, has 
givep rise to numerous strategies fo/ treajting both 
abusers and the abused. ^ * ^ 

Initial efforts which spught pu^ishni^^^or the 
perpetrator gave way to treatment ^USf^^^ 
traditional clinical treatment r^^odff^^ social 
worlc practices. The child was Lonsi4efe^d ^ victim 
and received protective sep^ii^sJ (possibly w^^ 
removed n)ed)cai care, and httle else. Treatment 
fuccess wp measured in jeri^s of recHl>vism rates 



Later programs recognized abuse and neglect as 
patterns of interaction involving both parent and 
child. These prt>grams focused on the family unit. 
At the same time, it was generally accepted that 
no one treatment method was sufficient and that 
most abusive situations demanded a range of 
services, both to rebeve the immediate cnsi$,^d to 
provide long-range help. 

At present, numerous treatment models and 
strategies are b'eing used throughout the country, 
including therapeutic intervention, the extended 
family center, foster car^, behavior modification, 
family advocacy, and other support services. 



Prirnary Prevennon 

t^one of the completed research studies 
currently contamed in the NCCaN Cleannghouse 
data base has addressed issues of primary 
prevention as a primary research focus. 

■One ongomg study (CR*00132) is testing the 
hypothesis that health personnel might contribute 
to primary prevention by providing increased 
support for maternal attachment and maternal 
care. In this study pregnant women are 
interviewed in their ninth month and after delivery 
are assigned to one of two groups. One group 
receiv€^ routine hospital care, while the other 
recei\<K earfy orj|xtended contact with the infant 
m^/the hos(mSr and frequent visits by 
^Ipara professionals trained to facilitate attachment 
and bonding. 



Secondary Prevention 



Tables ,vl 2 ^jnd 13 present an annotated 
listing of four completed and six ongoing studies 
which focus on secondary prevention efforts. Of 
the corapleted research, one study examined 
s^iimdfi prevention structures in various 
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European countnes, the other three reported on 
screening methods used to detect parents with 
potential problems in child rearing or to analyze 
known abusers to develop Screening methods.

The methodology of each 
study IS described in as much detad as possible, 
ii|c]uding sample size and charge tei^tics, control 
or.companson group if mentioned, and means of 
data collection, where known.

Methodology Sample stze of the completed 
studies ranged from 33 abusive parents to 500 
mothen to the clientele of prevention pfograms 
throughout Europe. Two studies developed a 
predictive questionnaire whiJe a third used a 
standardized test instrument' 

.Renew of studies. Two studies reported that 
severe punishment m childhood was predictive of 
later abuse, other, predictive items included 
problems of self'esieem> conflict with authontyn 
and concern with isolation 

Ongomg research studies hive of the six studies 
focus on secondary prevention and are developing 
predictive variables or .Screening profiles of 
high-risk families The remaining study is 
evaluating the feasibUiiy of using the extended 
family in solving the problem of \.hild

Treatment 



Tables 1 4 and 1 5 present an annotated 
listing of 31 compl^tfd and 12 ongomg research 
studies which focus on a wide variety of 
treatment ^lerventions ranging froiw^ a 



comprehensive, multidisaplinary approach to the 
use of drug therapy. These studies are listed 
alphabetkaUy by author and full citations arc 
given m the bibliography beginning on page 64. 
The mode of intervention used in each study is 
described m as much detail as possible under th^ 
h^atiing *'T^e of Treatment." The methodology 
of each study ts described in as much detail as 
possible including sample size and characteristics, 
control or comparison ^oup if mentionedi and ^ 
means of data collection! where known. 
Abbreviations for standardized psychological tests 
were used wherever possible, a key tq these 
abbreviations can be fouixd on page 64. In 
addition, all information provided by the abstracts 
on the outcome of treatment interventions can be_ 
found under the heading **Review of Studies.'* 

Type of treatment. A wide range of treatment 
approaches is represented m the completed 
studies, most of whicl\ directed their efforts to 
changing parental behavior and/or attitudes. Three 
^udies mentioned specific therapeutic activities 
targeted toward the child. Several studies dea^t 
with the family unit offering both therapeutic 
and/or supportive services One study evaluated /" 
the use of drug therapy. 

Methodology The completed studies used a 
variety of methods to tty and assess effectiveness 
of treatment intervention, including 
questionnaires, intelligence and psychological 
testing, and companson of program records* 

Review of studies Three studies reported on 
systematic evaluations of total program operation, 
' mcluding cost -effectiveness, realization of program 
goals, and admintslrative effectiveness^^s well as 
treatment irfipact. The others concentrated on ^ 
assessing effectiveness of treatment In general, 
results are feported m terms of improvement m 
family functioning, self-image of parents and 
children, and children's IQ level. Only two studies 
reported recidivism rates as a measure of program 
impact. 

Ongoing research studies The effectiveness of 
vanous treatment modalities^ such as psychiatric 
treatment for infants, volunteer lay therapists, and 
therapeutic playschool, is under study m II 
projects. Larger research efforts assess the impact 
of a number of demonstration projects.

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VI. EFFECTS/SBfJTTfeLAE 



*^Nothuig stirs so great a 5ens« of ufgency that 
we move to ilo something about neglect and 
abuse as when we review what is known about its 
consequences."* The obvious and primary 
consequences to the victims of abuse or neglect are 
many. Children suffer temporary or permanent 
bodily injury, children starve or go without 
education and clothing* mfailts are bom addicted 
to heroin, adolescent girls become pregnant from 
incestuous unions* and approximately 2*000 
children die each y^ar* vicfams of child abu^ or 
neglect. ' Other more subtle long-range effects 
include emotiPnali behavioral 1/^110^ cognitive 
(problems. There iS some eviden<j^that siblings of 
the abused or neglected individual^ suffer 
emotional and b^havior^ problems as well, even if 
they ue not the targets of the abuse or negTect. 
TKere aie sont* indications that abused childreti 
later become violent, behaving aggr^ively toward 
other members of society as juverule delinquents, 
as murderers^ or as abusive parents. Society feels 
the effect or abusive or neglectful behavior 
through the strain on the school system, the 
prote'cttye service systeiri, the courts^ and all such 
.systems whoie task it is to identify and treat those 
-4amilieSr 'Finally^ there are consequences for the 
paients themselves. Some may be prosecuted and 
^ t6 jail. Othei;^ will find help through a good 
treatment program, but certainly few wUl be 
'unaffected by the ireahzation that they have 
harmed their childx 

Any study that focused on the effect of abuse, 
neglect, or failure to thnve is included in this 
review. To date research efforts have focused 
almost entirely on the effei^ts of abuse and neglect 
on the child. The effect of abusive and neglecting 
behavior on the perpetratpf^s not reviewed here 
because of the lack of anyyystematic examination 
of this issue. It is not Kn^wn how often families 
move or how many parents suffer psychological 
problems requiring hospitalization or what the 
Impact of .th^. lab^l "abuser'' or ^*neglectful 
parent*' has oh an individual. 



Tables 16 and 17 present an annoUted 
listing of 42 completed and two ongoing research 
studies focusing on the effectsj^sequelae of child 
abuse ^d neglect. These studies are organized 
under four .major headings-abuse, neglect, abuse 
and neglect, and failure to thrive-dependbg on 
the type of maltreatment. Reports of the effects 
of abuse constitute the largest category, 
accounting for 33 of the 42 studies. Four studies 
report effects of neglect^ three report on the 
effects of abuse and nerglect* and 2 on the effects 
of failure to thrive. The studies 'are listed 
alphabetically by author within each category and 
full citations are given m the bibliography 
beginning on paS^ 64. 



The methodologyjipf each 3tudy is described in 
as much detail as possible, iin:luding sample size 
and characteristics; control or comparison group if 
mentionecii means of data collection, where 
known* anct length of time between abuse and 
foUow-up. A summary of study findings reported 
in the abstract is also presented in the table under 
the heading **Review of Studies."
